It ia not at all desirable that evecy

Our present courts would 


be far too few in number to attend to 
the suits that would come before them. 
Upon the whole, the existing custom of 
having a legal profession to which "-e1 


can go for counsel and help is to be pre- 
ferred. It is cteaper than if all men 
were their own lawyers, aud it is ai^o 
more promotive of social peace. This 
being granted, it does not follow that 
all knowledge of law should be confined 
exclusively 
to 
professional 
lawyeis.

The Philippine Islands. 


leoomraemlationa of tlie ^Philippine Con 


mission. 


The Philippine Commission, composed 


if Professors Schnrman and Worcester, 
Admiral Dewey and Col. Cbaa. Denby, 
ast Thursday submitted a preliminary re- 
icrt to President McKinley. 
The com- 


mission was appointed by the President to 
nvestigate affairs in the Philippine la- 
ande and to report the result of their in- 
'eetigatioue, together with such recom- 
mendation ae might, in their judment, be 
sailed for by the conditions which should 
>e found to exist in the islands. 


The commission says it heard statements 


'rorn all classes of people in Manila aa to 
the capabilities of tbe Filipinos for self- 
government, the habits and customs of the 
people and also the establishment of muni- 
cipal governments in many towns. 
All 


this matter is to be included in the final 
report. 


Concerning their'intellectaal capacities 


the commission says: 


'•As to the general intellectual capacities 


of the Filipinos the commission is dispos 
ed to rate them high. But, excepting in a 
limited number of persons, these capaoi 
ties have not been developed by education 
or experience. The masses of the peopli 
are uneducated. That intelligent publii 
opinion on which popular goverumen 
rests does not exist in the Philippines, and 
it cannot exist until education has eleva 
ted the masses, broadened their intellec 
tual horizon and disciplined their faculty 
of judgment. Even then the powerof ael 
government cannot be assumed withou 
considerable previous training and exper 
ience tinder the guidance and tutelage o 
an enlightened and liberal sovereign pow 
er. For the bald fact is that the Filipino 
have never had any experience in govern 
ing themselves." 


The report concludes as follows : 
"Our control means to the inhabitant 


of the Philippines internal ptace and or 
der, a guarantee against foreign aggreseior 
and against the dismemberment of thei 
country, commercial and industrial pros 
perity and as large a share of the affairs o 
government as they shall prove lit to take 
When peace and prosperity shall hav 
been established throughout the archipe 
ago, when education shall have becom 
general, then, in the language of the leac 
ing Filipino, his people will, under ou 
guidance, "become more American tha 
the Americans themselves "

regular and vohmteerarmiee between May 
1, ISaS, and June 30, 1899, readied a total 
of 10,070 men. 


The caauaky list aggregates 3,454, of 


whom 35 officers and 458 enlisted men 
were killed and 197 officers and 2,764 en- 
listed men wounded. The death list num- 
bering B,819 waa made up 224 officers and 
6,394 enlisted men. 


Of this total but 38 officers and 458 en- 


iisted men were killed, the remainder re- 
sulting from the following : Wounds, 10 
officers and 192 enlisted men ; disease, 186 
officers and 5,344 enlisted men ; accident 6 
officers and 209 men ; drowniogs, 3 officers 
and 88 men ; suicide, 2 officers and 52 
men ; murders or homicides, 52 enlisted 
men.

In bis own ex 
perience he has found a simple method 
adequate without weakening atter ef- 
fects, likely to produce increased symp- 
toms 


'Through a study based on the laws of 


physiologj in human anatomy extending 
over a period of a dozen or more years, I 
have learned that under certain physical 
maloonditions," said the physician, "the 
subject may be given relief by assuming 
positions at rest as will from the ease 
thus afforded the affected parts serve as 
a natuial somnolent agency. It will be 
readily undeisrood thas a constrained 
position will tend to prevent natural re- 
pose, while a comfortable one will woo 
it 
But what may In most cases seem to 


be a position of ease, may m reality be 
the reverse 


"For instance a d>=«peptic will rest 


more easily lying ou the right side, for 
the simple leason that in that position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach and into the intestines, while 
if lying on the opposite side that organ, 
m UB weakened state, ban to perform an 
uphill process of digestion 
This is am- 


ply sufficient to produce insomnia 


"Lying flat on the back, with the limbs 


relaxed, would seem to secure the great 
est amount of rest for the muscular sys- 
tem, whBthei in good health or illness 
buch ir the position advocated by physi- 
cians generally in the most exhaustmi! 
diseases and it is hailed as a sign ot 
rapid recovery when a patient exhibits 
an inclination to turn on either side 
But, at the same time, there are seveial 
disadvantages 
in the supine postuie 


which 
impair

whether in case ol severe illness or ordi 
nary health 
Thus, in weekly states of 


the heart or blood vessels, and certain 
morbid i onditions of the brain, the blood 
seems to gravitate to the back of the 
head and to accordingly produce trouble

that weakening delirium which the phy 
sician has to crnterd witt1 in treating 
senc-us maladies is often occasioned in 
this way 


1 In peisous who habitually stoop in 


their fiait or work, either as a result of 
the «CLUirements of their occupation or 
fiom the course oC their physical devel 
opment, there must necessarily be some 
distress consequent in stiaigbtening the 
bpme 
It may not be sufficient to cause 


pam and yet cause such a strain as to 
prevent ptrfect ease 
The result is un 


conscious restlessness, which is the pro- 
ducer of insomnia 


' People who have contracted chests 


cannot sleep well lying on then backs 
This rule appli s especially to those who 
have suffered with pleurisy and retain 
adhesions of the lunga 
They will find 


it easier to get to sleep upon the right 
side, and that their somnolent rest will 
do them more good if they observe this 
advice 
Furthermore, the habit of IsiuK 


on the back is the creator of snoring, 
which much balabors sleep and prevents 
the subject fiom receiving the full bene- 
fit ot Us recuperating effects 


"It is desirable, therefoie, in all cases 


to lie on the side and in the absence ol 
special diseases rendering it more desir- 
able to lie on the weak side, which Ibaves 
the strong lung tree to expand, the right 
side should be chosen 
A glance at any

that when the body is thus placed the 
food in the piocess of digestion is greatly 
auled in its passage from the stomach to
